This  makes  it  possible  for  the  Greek  system 
at  Samford  to  be  an  important  participant  in  Campus 
life.

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Traditionally  at  Samford,  .the  Friday  night  before  Homecoming  has 
been  devoted  to  building  and  stuffing  displays  and  floats.  The  Greeks, 
as  in  all  other  phases  of  campus  life,  can  be  found  here  each  year. 

Homecoming  displays  are  begun  two  weeks  prior  to  the  Homecoming 
festivities  and  the  fraternities  and  sororities  put  in  many  hours  of  work 
sawing  boards,  pounding  nails,  shaping  chicken  wire,  connecting  wires, 
running  motors,  cutting  crepe  paper,  and  finally  stuffing  the  crepe  paper 
into  the  wire. 

This  is  a  time  when  each  group  grows  closer  working  together,  partici- 
pates in  competition  with  other  Greeks,  and  then  shares  the  excitement 
over  a  win,  or  the  disappointment  of  a  loss. 
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Smiles  .  .  .  Introductions  .  .  .  handshakes  .  .  .  teas  .  .  . 
theme  parties  .  .  .  smokers.  This  begins  the  year  for  the 
greeks — with  Rush  the  lifeblood  of  the  Greek  system. 
Through  Rush,  the  Greeks  meet  the  incoming  freshmen 
and  the  freshmen  in  turn  meet  the  Greeks.  Each  looks  at 
each  other  and  decides;  then  the  waiting  and  finally 
bids. 

The  Greeks  meet  many  late  hours  planning  parties,  re- 
hearsing skits  and  meeting.  The  ice  water  teas  traditionally 
begin  Sorority  Rush.  Then  follows  four  theme  parties 
with  each  group  trying  to  show  the  rushees  what  being 
a  Greek  is.  What  it  has  meant  to  each  sister  and  what 
it  can  mean  to  each  rushee.  Last  is  the  final  preferential 


party  followed  by  bids  and  pledging. 

The  fraternities  have  rush  three  weeks  after  school 
begins  and  the  brothers  spend  these  weeks  trying  to  get 
to  know  the  freshmen  on  the  rush  list.  They  begin  of- 
ficially with  the  smokers,  followed  by  supper  get  to- 
gethers  and  then  a   preferential   party  and  bids. 

So  begins  the  year  for  the  Greeks.  Their  most  impor- 
tant event — Rush.  These  pledges  will  be  instmcted  in  fra- 
ternity history,  manners,  proper  conduct  and  which  active 
to  throw  in  the  fountain.  These  will  be  the  fraternity 
and  sorority  members,  they  will  carry  on  the  tradition 
of  each  group  and  next  fall  they  will  stand  on  the  other 
side  and  "rush."
